There  is  a  sense  in  whid) 
everyone  is  image  conscious. 
Even  people  who  are  not  con¬ 
cerned  aoout  their  looks  or 
their  image  oftentimes  want 
to  protect  the  non-image  that 
they  have  and  there^  are 
concerned  about  their  image. 
There  have  been  boolcs  wnt- 
ten  and  studies  made  about 
the  way  we  dress  having  to 
do  with  proje^ng  the  image 
of  who  we  mink  we  are  or  at 
least  the  image  we  want  peo¬ 
ple  to  think  we  are. 

One  bcok  I  react  years  ago 
pointed  out  that  when  a 
man  gets  ready  to  go  to 
work  and  wears  a  suit,  he 
basicalK'  covers  from  femt  to 
neck.  Everything  about  him 
except  his  hands  and  his 
heao  is  covered,  so  what  he 
puts  on  is  the  expression  of 
what  he  wants  people  to 
see.  Maybe  it  is  tiM  expres¬ 
sion  of  what  he  wants  them 
to  think  of  him. 

It  is  interesting  to  contem¬ 
plate  the  projection  of  who 
we  are,  the  presentation  of 
ourselves,  and  the  image 
that  we  have.  We  go  to  great 
lengths  to  present  various 
images.  It  may  be  that  we 
wear  clothes  designed  to 
cover  up  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  rew  pounds  to  lose. 
Others  may  comb  their  hair 
in  one  direction  or  another, 
•<pike  it  shave  it  or  elongate 
it  to  help  express  who  they 
are.  Th^  of  course,  some 
iolks,  particularly  ladies, 
paliilj  piiwwi  aiM  design 
their  features  to  look  their 
best  —  which  seems  to  be  a 
good  thing. 

The  omer  day  I  heard 
about  a  fdlow  who  all  of  his 
life  had  been  ve^  conscious 
of  his  image  ana  wanted  to 
look  younger.  Although  he 
had  come  to  the  place  m  life

where  he  now  had  false  teeth, 
he  went  back  to  his  dentist  to 
see  if  he  could  have  braces 
put  on  his  false  teeth  because 
It  would  make  him  look 
younger.  I  got  to  thinking 
about  this  image  projection 
thing  because  of  so  many  of 
our  churches  welcoming  and 
inviting  people  to  come 
because  of  theu  casual  dress. 

I  understand  the  issues 
and  the  principles  involved 
and  that  there  may  be  some 
truth  to  the  fact  that  people 
would  prefer  coming  to  a 
church  and  being  a  part  of  a 
cemgregation  where  there  are 
not  strict  rules  of  high  falutin' 
dress  wear.  It  could  be  very 
helpful  in  providing  ah 
atmosphere  that  is  more 
relaxed,  comfortable,  and 
easier  to  fit  into  for  the  lady 
who  may  think  that  her  dress 
is  not  up  to  the  standards  of 
other  ladies  in  the  church,  or 
for  the  dear  brother  who  may 
not  own  a  suit.  They  may 
feel  at  ease  and  a  part  of  the 
casual  dress  family. 

The  very  reason  a  church 
may  go  to  a  comfortable  set¬ 
ting  of  casual  dress  may  cre¬ 
ate  the  same  awkwardness 
for  some  other  folks.  What  if 
somebexiy  shows  up  for 
church  wearing  a  suit  or  a  lit¬ 
tle  bit  finer  dress  than  other 
folks  air  wearing?  Do  peo¬ 
ple  go  out  of  their  way  to 
make  hem  feel  uncomfort¬ 
able?  I  can  assure  yem  from 
personal  experience  that  has 


had  come 


happened  many  times.  I 
honestly  do  not  know  how 
many  times  it  has  happened 
to  other  folks,  but  there  have 
been  times  when  plenty  of 
folks  have  let  me  know  that  I 
am  out  of  place  because  of 
my  suit  or  even  my  sport 
coiat. 

1  think  of  James  as  he 
writes  about  this  dilemma  in 
the  first  century.  He  warns 
the  church  about  welcoming 
somebody  who  is  well-to-do 
and  dre<«ed  in  finery,  while 
ostracizing  and  shunning 
someone  who  obviously 
appears  to  be  pcxir  and 
maybe  less  affluent.  The 
fxiint  he  was  making  is  that 
we  are  assessing  people,  pos¬ 
sibly  their  character,  and 
maybe  even  the  value  cif  their 
significance  in  a  wrong  way. 

1  would  simply  point  out  that 
seeking  to  be  open,  friendly, 
and  welcoming  b^ause  of 
dress  could  be  used  in  the 
opposite  way  because  some¬ 
one  is  not  dressed  like  we 
think  he /she  should  be. 

In  his  letter  to  the 
Colossians,  Paul  said,  "Put 
on  therefore,  as  the  elect  of 
God,  holy  and  beloved,-''- 
(3:12-13).  Then  the  apostie 
gives  us  a  wardrobe  of  gar¬ 
ments  that  the  Chrisnan 
should  wear.  None  of  them 
have  to  do  with  the  latest 
fashion,  the  coolest  fashion. 


or  the  most  dressed-up  or 
dressed-down  fashion,  but 
they  are  the  unchanging  fash¬ 
ions  that  all  of  us  need  in  our 
wardrobe.  When  he  says,  "to 
put  on,"  he  is  literally  using 
Greek  terminology  which 
means  to  put  on  a  coat  or  put 
on  your  shoes.  These  are  the 
glorious  garments  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Gcxi.  Here  is  what  he 
says  for  us  to  put  on:  batveh 
of  mercies,  kindness,  humble¬ 
ness  of  mind,  meekness,  tono- 
suffermx,  forbearing  one  anoth¬ 
er,  and  Jorgiving  one  another.  It 
is  an  undeniimle  fact  that  if 
the  pieople  of  God  were  to 
dress  up  with  these  wonder¬ 
ful  equalities,  we  would  have 
an  impact  on  this  world 
regardless  of  whether  we 
have  on  the  external  cdothes 
of  a  tux  or  teimis  shoes.

TAMPA,  Fla.  and  local  reports) 
— North  American  Mission  Board 
trustees  elected  Kentucky  pa^r  Kevin 
Ezell  as  that  Southern  Mptist  entity's 
new  leader  on  September  14,  but  die 
International  Mission  Board  (IMB)  is.  still 
seardung  for  "God's  man"  to  fill  the 
board's  presidency,  trustee  chairman 
Jimmy  Pritchard  said  during  the  trustees' 
Sept.  14-15  meeting  in  Tampa,  FI. 

Fifty-one  new  missionaries  also  were 
appointed  and  efforts  to  balance  the 
20ll  budget  were  discussed. 

The  meeting  was  held  just  short  of 
the  first  anniversary  of  the  board  meet¬ 
ing  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  when  Jerry 
Rankin  announced  plans  to  retire  after 
17  years  as  IMB  {president. 

Rankirv  a  native  of  Clinton  and  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Baptist-affiliated  Mississippi  College 
in  Qintotv  officially  retired  on  Jidy  31  after 
17  years  as  head  of  the  entity  and  more 
than  three  decades  of  miasionary  service. 
IMB  trustees  appointed  executive  vice 
president  Clyde  Meador  to  serve  as  inter¬ 
im  president  when  Rankin  retired. 

^This  is  the  most  crucial  position  that 
a  man  can  hold  on  the  face  of  the  plan¬ 
et,"  said  Pritchard,  who  also  leads  the 
15-member  presidential  search  commit¬ 
tee,  "and  because  of  that,  (choosing  a 
new  president)  shouldn't  be  easy. 

"Our  pledge  to  you  is  that  when  we 
do  ...  stand  before  you  ...  [to  present 
our  presidential  nominee],  we're 
going  to  have  full  confidence  that 
we're  presenting  God's  man." 

Pritaiard,  pastor  of  First  Church  in 
Forney,  Texas,  thanked  trustees  for  their 


piatience  and  prayers  as  the  search  com¬ 
mittee  coittinues  its  work.  "We  have  5,000- 
pius  missionaries  prayirig  fw  us  „  we 
have  people  all  over  the  ^them  Baptist 
Convention  praying  for  us,  and  we  have  a 
great  [search]  committee  who  love  God 
and  love  one  another,"  Pritchard  said.

In  other  business,  trustees  received  a 
draft  of  the  IMS's  2011  budget  which 
financial  chief  David  Steverson  said  lead¬ 
ership  Ls  still  workirig  to  balance. 

"You  will  recall  that  we  used  $7.5  mil¬ 
lion  from  our  contingency  reserve  to  bal¬ 
ance  the  2010  budget.  We  simply  cannot 
afford  to  do  that  again,"  Steverson  said. 
He  expressed  gratitude  for  an  increase  in 
the  2009  Lottie  Moon  Christmas 
Offering,  but  lamented  declines  in  both 
investment  revenue  and  Cooperative 
Program  giving,  the  latter  of  which  is 
down  at  least  four  percent  this  year. 

Pritchard  said  the  problem  i^'t  finan¬ 
cial,  but  spiritual.  'Itow  sad  it  is  when 
we  have  people  who  want  to  go  but  we 
can't  afford  to  send  them,"  nitdiard 
said.  "The  issue  is  not  that  we  [Southern 
Baptists]  can't  afford  it  but  that  we  just 
don't  want  to  foot  the  bill..  What  wUl 
solve  our  problem  is  a  good  dose  of 
itual  awakening  in  our  churches."
